Minutes  of  the  Adjourned  Annual  Meeting. 


The  adjourned  annual  meeting  of  the  Hawaiian 
Children's  Society  was  held  Saturday  evening  in  the 
Sabbath  Schoo*!  room  of  the  Central  Union  Church. 
The  principal  business  of  the  meeting  was  the  reading 
of  the  annual  reports  by  the  retiring  officers,  and  these 
were  listened  to  with  great  interest  by  a  large  gather- 
ing. 

The  business  of  the  meeting  was  pleasantly  inter- 
spersed by  the  singing  of  a  sextette  of  girls  from  the 
Portuguese  Mission,  girls  of  the  Chinese  Mission,  and 


Kawaiahao  Seminary,    the    last    named  especially  de- 
lighting their  hearers. 

Promptly  at  7:30  the  new  President,  A.  F.  Cooke, 
called  the  meeting  to  order,  and  after  the  completion 
of  the  routine  business  the  little  girls  fron  the  Portu- 
guese Mission  rendered  a  musical  selection  in  their 
native  tongue,  which  was  much  applauded. 

Mr.  O.  H.  Gulick,  as  Recording  Secretary  for  the 
preceding  year,  next  read  his  report,  recapitulating  the 
various  meetings  held  and   summarizing  their  results. 

L.  A.  Dickey,  as  Treasurer,  reported  that  after  dis- 
bursing $26"-'3  there  was  left  in  the  treasury  a  balance 
of  $589,  with  all  obligations  liquidated,  affording,  he 
added,  a  very  cogent  answer  as  to  the  Society's  con- 
tinued usefulness  and  the  interest  taken  in  it  by  its 
well  wishers. 

The  scholars  ot  the  Chinese  Mission  then  sang 
"Blow,  Balmy  Breath  of  Spring"  in  a  way  that  reflect- 
ed great  credit  upon  themselves  and  their  teachers. 

Miss  M.  A.  Chamberlain,  as  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, read  an  interesting  paper  chronicling  the  doings 
of  the  "cousins"  in  all  parts  of  the  world  during  the 
fiscal  year,  and  was  followed  by  an  address  by  the  re- 
tiring President,  Rev.  J.  Leadingham,  who  chose  for 
his  subject,  "Industrial  Experiments  in  Hawaii  and 
Their  Infiunces." 

After  a  discussion  of  topics  of  interest  by  several 
members,  and  the  singing  of  "Ring  Out,  Ye  Bell"  by 
the  girls  of  the  Kawaiahao  Seminary,  the  meeting  was 
declared   adjourned. 

It  was  one  of  the  largest  attended  and  most  enthusi- 
astic of  the  meetings  held  for  some  time  by  the  Society, 
and  proved  conclusively,  as  one  member  put  it,  that 
"the  flame  which  kindled  the  Society,  still  burns 
brightly  in  the  hearts  of  its  present  members."

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Annual  Report  of  Recording  Secretary. 


The  monthly  meetings  have  been  held  throughout 
the  year,  a  part  of  the  time  on  Friday  evenings,  but 
usually  on  Saturday  evenings. 

Two  families  have  entertained  the  Society  twice 
during  the  year,  and  seven  once.  Two  meetings  have 
been  held  on  Nuuanu  street,  two  on  Punahou  street, 
while  seven  have  been  held  in  what  might  be  called 
Central    Honolulu. 

Those  who  attend  the  Society  meetings  are  largely 
the  older  men  and  women  of  the  cousinhood,  those 
whose  interest  was  enlisted  in  the  days  of  their  youth, 
and  when  the  Society  organization    itself  was    young. 

Our  meetings  constitute  a  point  of  attraction  to 
those  visitors  coming  to  our  city  whose  interest  is  alive 
to  missionary  history.  While  there  is  no  systematic 
pursuit  of  island  or  missionary  history,  yet  at  our 
meetings  very  frequently  matters  of  great  interest  from 
both  a  missionary  and  historical  point  cf  view  are 
brought  forward.  For  those  cousins  who  would  keep 
in  touch  with  the  unique  conditions  of  life  and  lore  in 
these  Islands,  the  meetings  of  our  Society  are  of  great 
value.  At  no  small  proportion  of  our  meetings  some 
passing  missionary  or  some  spe:ial  friend  of  the  "mis- 
sionary cause,  or  some  aquaintance  of  some  of  the 
missionary  fathers  is  present  as  a  visitor  for  the  even- 
ing. At  some  of  our  meetings  we  have  had  present 
several  foreign  missionaries  passing  from  the  Contin- 
ent of  America  to  Asia,  or  returning  from  the  Eastern 
to  the  Western  Continent.  More  and  more  is  the 
Society  becoming  a  breathing  place  for  some  of  the 
earnest  missionary  spirits  in  this  community.  While 
we  are  not  by  any  means  the  sole  depositaries  of  the 
missionary  spirit  in  these  Islands,  we  are  one  of  the 
agencies  that  help  to  keep  alive  the  missionary  tradi- 
tions and  purposes  that  have  had  so  wonderlul  a  part 
in  shaping  the  well-being  of  our  island  community. 

While  a  portion  of  those  coming  to  our    shores    see 


nothing  in  this  land  but  an  arena  upon  which  to  ex- 
ploit their  personal  fortunes,  there  are  those  to  whom 
life  and  country  is  something  else,  something  more 
than  a  fortune  or  even  than  mere  bread  and  butter. 

The  increasing  interest  of  this  Society  in  the  mis- 
sionary field  around  us,  and  beyond  us,  is  a  token  of 
future  usefulness  which  may  well  lead  us  to  look  hope- 
fully fore  ward. 

A  glance  at  some  of  the  topics  that  have  engaged 
the  thought  of  this  Society  during  the  past  year  will 
be  of  interest.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Philip  de  la  Porte  and  their  mission  to 
Pleasant  Island,  towards  whose  support  this  Society 
contributes;  Mrs.  McCully  Higgins'  account  of  the 
men  who  have  been  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Hawaii  for  the  past  fifty  years;  the  loss  by  fire  of  the 
Maunalua  Seminary  of  East  Maui,  and  the  expecta- 
tion of  its  early  restoration;  the  furnishing  of  country 
libraries  and  reading  rooms  for  the  needy  communities 
of  our  land  and  people;  portions  of  Hawaiian  history 
and  folk  lore,  from  Mrs.  Joseph  Emerson's  facile  pen; 
Miss  Aikue's  accurate  and  able  essay  upon  the  mis- 
siontry  field  of  Micronesia;  the  comparison  of  Christ- 
ian Science  with  the  theosophy  of  India,  by  Pundita 
Ramabai;  a  thoughtful  view  of  the  present  condition 
of  the  Hawaiian  churches  and  native  Christians,  by 
Miss  M.  A.  Chamberlain;  an  interesting  portion  of  a 
journal  to  one  of  our  honored  missionary  fathers,  writ- 
ten on  the  Cape  Horn  voyage,  and  read  by  justice 
Judd;  thrilling  reminiscences  of  the  eruption  of  Mauna 
Loa,  in  1880,  which  threatened  the  destruction  of  Hilo 
town  and  harbor,  by  Mrs.  L.  B.  Coan,  an  eye  witness; 
the  work  of  Boy's  Clubs  and  the  need  of  such  work, 
set  forth  by  Mr.  Pond  and  Professor  Richards;  an  in- 
teresting account  by  Professor  W.  D.  Alexander  of  a 
visit  to  Neblous,  the  ancient  Schecheme,  home  of  the 
few  remaining  Samaritans;  an  able  essay  by  Dr.  S.  E. 
Bishop,  entitled  "America  and  the  Philippines;" 
Thomas  Gulick's  account  of  the  midnight  sun   seen  in 
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the  Arctic  zone  on  the  shores  of  Spitzbergen,  in  1898. 

Besides  these  we  have  had  brief,  but  valuable  mis- 
sionary talks  from  Mrs.  Sheffield  and  Dr.  John  Gulick, 
of  China  and  Japan  respectively. 

And  still  further  may  be  mentioned  brief  extracts 
read  from  letters  of  absent  cousins,  among  whom  are 
to  be  found  some  of  the  most  brilliant  letter  writers  of 
this  or  any  age,  such  as  Professor  A.  B.  Lyons  and 
his  gifted  daughter. 

A  Society  which  in  a  twelvemonth  presents  such  a 
panorama  of  life  in  these  halcyon  Islands,  besides 
raising  $2290  for  home  and  foreign  missionary  pur- 
poses, and  which  constitutes  the  link  that  binds  to 
gether  a  thousand  cousins  scattered  in  every  quarter 
of  the  globe,  is  not  to  be  despised,  or  its  existence  to 
be  apologized  for. 

The  cousin  who  can  afford  to  forego  both  the  pleas- 
ure and  the  profit  of  such  a  course  of  instructive  and 
inspiring  experience  as  this  Society  affords,  must  be 
both  rich  in  resources  and  happy  indeed  in  private 
springs  of  inspiration.

Corresponding  Secretary's  Report. 


As  our  last  year's  Report  closed,  we  stood  gazing 
in  surprise  and  wonder  at  the  events  of  history  which 
were  rapidly  unfolding  before  our  eyes.  The  months 
of  June,  July  and  August  were  memorable  indeed. 
The  constant  arrival  of  volunteer  U.  S.  troops  bound 
for  the  Philippines  ;  the  entertaining  and  helping  these 
thousands  of  young  men  in  their  few  days  of  rest  in 
Hawaii    nei,    while     in     transit,    absorbed     the     time, 


thought  and  energy  of  nearly  all  the  residents  of  Hon- 
olulu, in  all  which  scenes  and  labors  the  members  of 
this  Society  held  active  participation. 

A  Red  Cross  Society  was  early  formed  by  the  ladies, 
which  soon  had  abundant  call  for  action  and  sympathy. 
Annexation,  which  had  for  five  years  hung  in  the  bal- 
ance in  the  deliberations  at  Washington,  D.  C,  be- 
came a  war  necessity.  The  joint  resolution  for  the 
annexation  of  Hawaii  passed  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives June  18th  by  a  vote  of  209  to  91.  It  was 
immediately  taken  up  by  the  Senate,  where,  after  a 
protracted  debate,  the  final  passage  was  carried  July 
6th  by  a  vote  of  42  to  21,  and  was  signed  by  President 
McKinley  July  7th.  The  final  news  of  annexation  was 
brought  to  Honolulu  by  the  Coptic,  on  the  morning  of 
July  13th.  A  salute  of  one  hundred  guns  was  fired, 
and  the  announcement  was  received  with  great  dem- 
onstrations of  joy,  especially  by  all  who  claimed  alle- 
giance to  the  United  States  of  America,  although  to 
many  a  Hawaiian-born  subject  of  the  United  States 
sorrow  mingled  with  the  joy  that  day. 

It  was  however  a  full  month  after  the  news  had 
been  received,  that  the  long  looked  for  event  ol  Flag 
Raising  took  place,  and  Hawaii  became  part  of  the 
United  States  of  America. 

No  better  account  can  be  given  of  the  emotions  of 
that  occasion  than  a  quotation  from  the  pen  of  our 
cousin,  Rev.  S.  E.  Bishop,  in  the  Friend  for  September: 

"As  the  lime  drew  near  for  the  official  transfer  of 
sovereignty,  the  thought  of  making  the  day  one  of 
great  public  rejoicing  gradually  gave  way  to  a  due 
appreciation  of  the  solemnity  of  the  occasion,  and  led 
the  people  to  fully  commend  the  decision  *  * 
to  confine  it  to  a  strictly  official  ceremony  of  demo- 
cratic simplicity.  Not  only  did  memories  and  senti- 
ment crowd  all  joyous  thought  from  mind,  as  the 
Hawaiian  flag  was  lowered,  and  our  band  played  the 
national  anthem,  'Hawaii  Ponoi,'  but  it  modified  the 
volume  of  cheer  that  greeted  'Old    Glory'  as  it  rose   in 
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its  place  to  the  strains  of  the  'Star  Spangled  Banner' 
by  the  Philadelphia's  band.  In  place  of  the  cheers 
which  many  expected  to  give,  they  found  themselves 
subject  to  emotions  which  dimmed  not  a  few  eyes  with 
tears  ;  not  that  they  regretted  to  see  the  'emblem  of 
the  free'  borne  on  the  breeze  as  the  flag  of  this  land, 
with  the  feeling  of  security  it  assured  to  all,  and  its 
guarantee  of  material  prosperity,  but,  as  it  were,  a 
passing  sigh  for  what  'might  have  been."  " 

In  the  numerous  photographs  of  the  scenes  taken 
that  day,  the  faithful  sunshine  has  impressed  for  all 
posterity,  the  shadow  that  fell  on  a  thousand  hearts. 

The  war  with  Spain  was  practically  ended  by  the 
grand  naval  victories  in  Cuba  early  in  July,  and  peace 
was  declared  about  the  same  time  that  the  annexation 
of  Hawaii  became  a  fixed  fact.  But  the  effects  of  the 
war  with  Spain  on  our  missions  in  the  Caroline  group 
were  not  overcome  by  the  joyful  news  of  peace.  The 
hope  we  had  ardently  cherished  that  one  of  the  U.  S. 
warships  might  be  ordered  to  take  possession  of  Po- 
nape,  on  the  way  down  to  Manila,  was  not  realized. 
Although  Guam  was  taken,  the  much  more  valuable 
Carolines  were  neglected,  and  were  therefore  left  in 
the  hands  of  Spain,  on  the  formal  conclusion  of  the 
treaty  of  peace. 

It  was  not  deemed  safe  to  send  the  "Morning  Star" 
on  her  usual  trip  in  June.  One  of  the  early  events  of 
the  year  affecting  our  missionary  work  was  the  brief 
visit  of  a  few  hours  of  Dr.  Judson  Smith,  the  senior 
Secretary  of  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.,  who  touched  at  Hon 
olulu  June  29th,  on  his  return  from  an  official  tour  in 
visiting  the  missions  of  the  Board  in  China.  The 
officers  of  the  Hawaiian  Board  were  able  to  hold  a 
short  conference  with  him,  which  was  most  highly 
prized,  in  which  the  affairs  of  the  Micronesia  Mission 
and  movements  of  the  "Morning  Star"  were  discussed 
and  decision  made.  After  his  return  to  the  Mainland, 
orders  were  sent  out  from  Boston  that  the  "Morning 
Star"    be  sent  over  to  San  Francisco  to  remain    until 
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early  in  1899,  and  she  left  for  that  port  the  first  week 
in  August.  Capt.  Bray  and  his  family  went  over  with 
her.  A  schooner,  "Queen  of  the  Isles,"  was  chartered 
in  San  Francisco  in  August,  and  departed  with  the 
mail  and  needed  supplies  for  the  missionaries  waiting 
in  suspense  on  those  lonely  isles.  She  took  as  pas- 
sengers Rev.  and  Mrs.  Channon  and  four  children, 
returning  to  Kusaie;  and  Rev.  M.  L.  Stimson  and  the 
Misses  Elizabeth  and  Jane  Baldwin,  all  new  helpers 
bound  for  Ruk. 

Here  we    quote  a  few   extracts    from   Mrs.    Logan's 
journal  to  picture  the  Micronesia  side  of  this  year  : 

"Thanksgiving  Day,  Nov.  24th,  1898. — We  have 
been  more  completely  shut  off  from  communication 
with  the  outside  world  than  usual.  Captain  Melander, 
who  usually  comes  to  us  once  in  four  or  five  months, 
and  at  least  brings  us  news  from  friends  in  Kusaie,  has 
not  been  here  since  March.  He  came  once  as  near  as 
Losap,  and  left  a  short  letter  there  for  Mr.  Price,  say- 
ing he  was  forbidden  to  come  to  Ruk  by  the  Spanish 
government,  and  also  forbidden  to  tell  the  reason  why, 
but  that  we  would  learn  about  it  before  very  long.  A 
Japanese  trading  schooner  brought  us  mail  and  told 
us  that  there  was  war  between  the  United  States  and 
Spain.  Further  than  this  we  had  no  news,  save  that 
word  finally  came  from  Ponape,  that  when  Capt.  Me 
lander  returned  to  Ponape  his  vessel  was  taken  by  the 
Spaniards  and  he  was  made  a  prisoner.  Also  that 
Henry  Nanpei  was  in  prison,  and  it  was  feared  that 
the  Spaniards  would  kill  him.  *  *  We  closed 
school  August  1st,  hoping  to  see  the  'Star'  before  we 
should  begin  another  year  ;  but  when  she  had  not 
come  early  in  September,  we  began  again,  because  it 
is  necessary  to  keep  our  scholars  fairly  busy. 

"The  days  passed  away,  and  we  finished  a  term  of 
six  weeks,  and  still  no  'Star;'  and  no  word  from  any- 
where. We  began  to  have  a  real  shut-in  feeling. 
Surely,  something  was  happening  somewhere  in  the 
great  world.     Were  there  stirring  events   of  which  we 
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knew  nothing?  Who  could  tell?  Had  our  'Morning 
Star'  been  captured  by  the  Spanish  at  Kusaie?  In  | 
that  case  when  would  we  ever  get  our  mail?  What 
should  we  do  for  supplies?  One  sunrise  was  as  good 
as  another,  and  there  was  nothing  to  do  but  wait,  and 
that  as  patiently  as  possible.  Our  supplies  were  hold- 
ing out  fairly  well,  although  Mr.  Price  said  he  did  not 
know  but  we  should  be  ready  to  adopt  the  form  of 
blessing  used  by  some  poor  College  students  who 
boarded  themselves,  'O  Lord  we  thank  Thee  for  this 
miserable  food  provided  for  our  dying  bodies.'  *  *  *  * 
Then,  very  early  one  morning,  as  soon  as  it  was  light 
enough  to  see, — it  was  the  morning  of  November  8th 
— there  was  a  rushing  of  natives  past  the  house,  out  to 
the  brow  of  the  hill  where  there  is  a  good  view  of  the 
sea.  To  the  eager  inquiry,  'What  is  the  matter?' 
there  came  the  equally  eager  reply,  'There  is  a  ship  in 
sight  !'  I  hurried  out  with  the  glass.  Not  the  'Morn 
ing  Star,'  surely;  only  a  schooner.  The  Japs  are  look- 
ing for  one  of  their  vessels  ;  probably  this  is  it.  Well, 
we  may  get  some  letters.  Later  it  is  plain  from  the 
rig  that  it  is  not  a  Japanese  schooner.  Now  she  is  in- 
side the  lagoon,  and  seemed  to  to  be  heading  for  our 
station  ;  indeed,  her  nose  seemed  to  be  pointing  direct- 
ly on  to  our  front  door.  Mr.  Price  and  Captain  Fos- 
ter have  gone  to  Fairuk,  out  to  the  west  part  of  the 
lagoon,  ten  or  fifteen  miles  away,  and  they  have  both 
boats  with  them.  What  is  to  be  done?  We  can  send 
one  of  the  native  boys  off  in  a  canoe,  but  we  are  eager 
for  mail,  and  fear  we  should  get  little  in  that  way.  So 
Beulah  and  Mrs.  Foster  rise  to  the  occasion,  send  and 
get  Mr.  Coe's  boat  (he  is  a  respectable  trader  who 
goes  as  mate  on  the  Logan)  and  are  off  for  news  about 
the  time  the  vessel  comes  to  anchor.  Missionaries! 
Mail  !  Supplies  !  Oh  !  how  much  it  means  to  us  !  The 
dear  friends  who  have  come  to  help  us  have  had  a 
cramped,  weary,  seasick  voyage  of  seventy-four  days, 
but  they  have  reached  us  at  last  !  Does  any  one  say 
we  do  not  get  some  glimpse  of  heavenly  joys   here    on 
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earth?  Let  him  come  and  be  a  missonary  in  Micro- 
nesia. We  can  assure  him  of  joyful  experiences,  as 
well  as  those  which  are  supposed  to  develop  saintliness. 
Friends,  letters,  food,  potatoes,  onions — even  apples  ! 
War  !  Victory  !  Annexation  !  How  things  do  crowd 
together  and  tumble  over  each  other  !  We  have 
hardly  caught  our  breath  yet,  though  many  days  have 
slipped  away." 

It  was  in  the  month  of  August  that  the  depressing 
news  reached  Honolulu  of  Henry  Nanpei's  imprison- 
ment with  all  his  family  by  the  Spanish  garrison.  No- 
reason  was  given  for  this  high  handed  attack,  "except- 
ing that  Mr.  Nanpei  is  a  Protestant,  and  will  not 
abjure  his  faith  for  that  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church, 
and  has,  as  native  Govenor  of  the  Islands,  used  all  his 
influence  toward  the  maintainance  of  the  churches  and 
schools  established  by  the  American  Protestant  mis- 
sionaries." 

By  a  chance  vessel  that  arrived  in  San  Francisco 
April  23,  with  later  news,  Mr.  Nanpei  was  still  in 
prison.  His  life  does  not  seem  to  be  in  danger,  but  he 
is  kept  as  hostage  by  the  Spaniards.  A  most  disas- 
trous hurricane  had  been  experienced  at  Kusaie. 
There  are  tribal  wars  raging  in  Ruk.  We  shall  long 
for  particulars  by  return  of  the  "Morning  Star." 

Our  missionary  vessel  returned  from  San  Francis- 
co March  23d,  1899,  and  was  dispatched  on  her  west- 
ward cruise  April  7th.  It  has  been  decided  to  change 
the  time  of  the  annual  start  to  the  earlier  months  of 
the  year,  to  avoid  adverse  winds  and  currents  which  it 
has  been  proved, retard  the  trips  of  the  missionary  ves- 
sel when  she  starts  in  June  or  July.  She  took  with 
her  to  further  reinforce  the  Missions,  Mrs.  L.  C.  Stim-  , 
son  going  with  three  children  to  join  the  father  in 
Ruk,  Miss  Louise  Wilson,  of  Kusaie,  returning  from 
her  furlough;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  De  la  Porte,  German- 
American  helpers  bound  for  Pleasant  Island,  which  is 
under  German  control  and  has  never  yet  had  a  mis- 
sionary.    This  couple  of  devoted   Christian    laborers 


came  to  Honolulu  last  June,  expecting  to  take  imme- 
diate passage  in  the  "Morning  Star."  The  Hawaiian 
Mission  Children's  Society  has  appropriated  $100 
toward  their  support,  and  other  contributions  were 
made  by  the  Central  Union  Church  and  individuals. 
They  are  not  under  the  control  of  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M. 
It  was  a  pleasure  and  inspiration  to  become  acquainted 
with  these  humble  consecrated  helpers.  A  little  daugh- 
ter who  was  given  them  during  their  stay  here,  was 
baptised  in  Central  Union  Church,  which  fellowship  the 
parents  entered  while  here,  so  they  now  belong  to  us 
in  a  special  way  of  love. 

Capt.  Bray  resigned  command  of  the  "Morning 
Star"  after  he  had  brought  her  back  from  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  Capt.  Garland  again  took  this  part  of  mis- 
sionary service.  Mrs.  Garland  and  their  two  little  girls 
accompanied  him. 

We  must  not  leave  our  record  of  Micronesia  items 
without  mention  of  the  brief  call  of  Rev.  F.  M.  Price, 
in  one  of  the  China  steamers,  March  10th.  He  came 
via  Japan  and  was  on  his  way  home  for  medical  treat- 
ment. He  brought  the  news  of  the  wreck  of  the  R. 
W.  Logan  at  Satoan,  in  a  most  unusual  westerly  gale, 
while  she  was  on  a  missionary  tour  through  the  Mort- 
locks.  Mr.  Price  and  Miss  Beulah  Logan  had  a  nar- 
row escape  with  their  lives.  Mrs.  Logan's  journal 
gives  the  account  of  the  trip,  but  our  limits  forbid  fur- 
ther extracts.  A  late  item  connected  with  Micronesia 
is  clipped  from  a  San  Francisco  paper  which  tells  of 
the  arrival  of  the  little  craft  :  "  'Hiram  Bingham,'  after 
a  perilous  voyage,  which  Rev.  Mr.  Walkup  undertook 
to  carry  a  company  of  shipwrecked  sailors  back.  The 
sails  were  torn  to  pieces  and  replaced  by  gunny  bag 
sails.  Starvation  stared  them  in  the  face,  but  they 
were  delivered." 

War  and  Missions  seem  intertwined  in  our  record 
this  year.  We  feel  this,  as  we  write  of  Spain  and  re- 
call the  interesting  account  of  our  missionary  cousin, 
Wm.  H.  Gulick,  last  year,  in  the  removal  of  their  Girls' 
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School  over  the  border  into  France.  We  have  heard 
a  rumor  that  the  school  was  to  be  transferred  again  to 
Spain  and  be  reopened  in  Madrid.  Mrs.  Wm.  H.  G. 
has  returned  to  Spain,  after  an  absence  of  several 
years,  with  restored  health,  and  having  secured,  by 
personal  efforts,  a  handsome  sum  of  money  towards 
the  building  of  a  permanent  institution.  She  is  now 
warmly  enlisted  in  the  plan  of  the  Madrid  settlement. 
Two  highly  educated  and  consecrated  young  ladies 
returned  with  her  as  helpers,  who  go  on  their  own 
means.  Since  this  Report  was  finished  a  letter  has 
arrived  from  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Gulick,  which  tells  of  their 
successful  year  in  Biarritz. 

Japan  has  sent  us  no  letter  this  year,  but  we  have 
met  our  cousins,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  John  T.  Gulick  and 
their  daughter  Louise,  who  is  accompanied  by  another 
young  lady,  daughter  of  one  of  their  Japan  missionary 
associates.  They  arrived  early  in  April  and  are  still 
with  us.  They  are  on  a  trip  to  the  United  States  for 
rest,  and  plan  to  remain  until  after  our  June  anniver- 
saries. It  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  meet  them 
and  hear  their  reports  of  work  in  Japan  given  at  vari 
ous  meetings.  More  and  more  is  the  trip  to  Japan 
becoming  popular  with  the  cousins.  This  spring  Mrs. 
J.  B.  Atherton  and  daughter  Mrs.  Theodore  Richards, 
and  Miss  Grace  Cooke,  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  F.  J.  Low- 
rey,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Carter,  have  all  taken 
the  tour,  and  we  expect  a  reflex  influence  of  missionary 
zea!  on  their  return. 

Our  Missionary  Record  will  not  be  complete  without 
the  mention  of  the  arrival  of  the  venerable  Rev.  James 
Kekela  from  the  Marquesas  Is.,  with  his  family  of 
children  and  grandchildren  to  the  number  of  fourteen, 
on  the  5th  of  April.  For  many  years  this  Society 
paid  a  portion  of  their  appropriation  to  the  Marquesas 
Mission,  and  received  personal  letters  from  Revs.  J. 
Kekela  and  S.  Kauwealoha.  The  noble  wife,  Mrs. 
Naomi  Kekela,  has  never  before  returned  to  her  native 
land   since    she  entered   missionary   service  in  1853 — 
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forty  six  years  ago — leaving  behind  her  an  infant 
daughter,  (scarce  three  years  old)  Maria  Ogden  Ke- 
kela,  as  the  adopted  child  of  her  beloved  "teacher- 
mother,"  Miss  Maria  Ogden.  It  was  Mrs.  Maria  K. 
Martyn's  sweet  pleasure  to  receive  and  make  a  home 
in  Honolulu  for  them  on  their  return.  Many  of  their 
grandchildren  will  now  be  put  into  the  fine  boarding 
schools  here.  Three  of  Kekela's  daughters  have  been 
previously  educated  and  settled  here.  Two  more  of 
the  daughters  have  had  education  in  the  French 
Protestant  schools  of  Tahiti  and  speak  nothing  but 
French.  Both  have  taught  in  French  in  the  Govern- 
ment schools  at  the  Marquesas.  Rev.  S  Knuwealoha, 
who  remains  at  Fatuhiwa,  never  had  any  children,  but 
adopted  one  of  Mr.  Kekela's  sons,  and  some  of  his  chil- 
dren are  among  these  grandchildren.  Our  Society 
has  voted  to  give  part  of  their  appropriations  this  year 
to  these  children. 

The  Armenian  orphans,  for  whom  our  cousin  Mrs. 
Fannie  (Andrews)  Shepard  has  so  ardently  awakened 
the  sympathies  of  Mrs.  A.  F.Judd,have  been,  through 
Mrs.  Judd's  appeals,  most  generously  aided  by  extra 
contributions  from  the  ladies  of  the  W.  B.  M.  P.  I. 

It  would  be  interesting  if  we  could  note  all  those  of 
this  Society  who  have  been  participators  in  this  war 
with  Spain.  We  know  of  them  but  partially,  but 
mention  that  Lieut.  Theodore  F.  Forbes  did  very 
responsible  duty  for  months  in  Florida,  in  drilling  and 
and  preparing  troops  for  the  Cuban  campaign,  and 
expected  daily  to  be  sent  himself,  but  the  war  closed 
before  his  services  were  called  for  outside  the  main- 
land. Dr.  James  B.  Judd  was  actively  engaged  in  all 
the  Cuban  campaign  as  a  surgeon,  and  his  letters  home 
were  of  intense  interest.  Many  extracts  from  them 
were  shared  with  his  numerous  friends  here.  Alfred 
Dole,  at  Manila,  has  been  in  many  a  battle,  but  so  far 
has  escaped  unharmed  by  bullet  or  sickness.  His  let- 
ters have  been  published  in  our  local  papers. 

A  letter  from    Rev.    Horace  J.  Taylor,  once  a    mis- 
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sionary  at  Apaiang,  Micronesia,  has  been  read  at  a  So- 
ciety meeting,  telling  of  his  son  Semour  (whom  some  of 
us  remember  as  a  frail  infant  of  two  years  going  down 
to  Micronesia  with  his  parents,  and  later  returning 
motherless)  having  as  a  stalwart  young  man,  enlisted 
last  spring  as  a  volunteer  in  the  war  with  Spain.  His 
duty  was  assigned  at  Camp  Alger,  and  in  that  camp 
of  notorious  sickness  and  death,  he  escaped  the  least 
shadow  of  illness  and  did  grand  duty,  owing  to  his 
strict  observance  of  all  the  laws  of  health. 

The  following  clipping  was  found  in  a  copy  of  the 
Advance  near  the  close  of  1898  : 

"The  annexation  of  Hawaii  is  already  bearing  fruit, 
for  at  a  recent  convocation  President  Harper  an- 
nounced a  contribution  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  by 
the  Castle  family,  of  Hawaii,  to  the  University  of 
Chicago." 

GENERAL  CORRESPONDENCE. 

It  gives  us  much  pleasure  to  record  a  number  of 
acknowledgments  of  the  last  Annual  Report  with 
messages  of  aloha  to  the  Society.  Among  these, 
first,  we  note  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Alice  (Thurston) 
Stevenson,  of  Taylorsville,  N.  C,  who  sent  a  fine 
photograph  of  Asa  Thurston  3rd,  her  son  by  our 
lamented  cousin,  Rev.  Thomas  G.  Thurston.  He  is 
now  a  youth  preparing  for  College.  His  sister  Lucy 
is  completing  her  third  year  in  the  Greensboro  Normal 
College,  N.  C.  Words  of  appreciation  on  receiving 
the  Report  from  Mrs.  Prudence  (Winter)  Kofoid,  Miss 
Helen  S.  Norton,  Miss  N.  writes  with  her  "aloha  nui" 
to  the  Society,  "I  esteem  it  a  great  privilege  to  be 
counted  a  'cousin'  by  such  a  band.  Letters  from  Miss 
L.  F.  Ingraham,  Miss  Helen  E.  Carpenter,  Rev.  James 
P.  Chamberlain,  Mary  E.  Goodale  and  Joel  Bean  were 
welcome. 

The  letter  of  Joel  Bean,  of  San  Jose,  Cal.,  mentioned 
that  their  youngest  daughter,  Catherine  Cox,  with  her 
husband    Isaac   Cox,    and  little   son,    were    soon  to  be 
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residents  of  Maui,  where  his  son  in-law  was  engaged 
as  tutor  in  the  family  of  a  resident  of  Waihee.  He 
hoped  "Cathie"  might  be  welcomed  as  a  "cousin." 
The  Secretary  soon  wrote  her  a  note  of  welcome,  and 
received  a  charming  reply. 

A  letter  from  Rev.  Claude  Severance,  once  a  teacher 
at  Oahu  College,  and  later  missionary  in  Japan,  where 
he  married  a  missionary  teacher,  Miss  Almona  Gill, 
gives  particulars  of  the  death  of  his  wife.  They  were 
obliged  to  leave  Japan  on  account  of  the  failure  of  her 
health,  but  had  been  settled  in  Cleveland  O.,  two  years 
and  had  founded  a  Mission  Church, which  from  humble 
start  had  grown  into  a  prosperous  community, and  had 
erected  a  pretty  chapel.  He  sent  an  illustrated  pam- 
phlet of  the  service  of  dedication  on  December  4,  1898. 
His  dear  wife,  who  had  helped  so  much  to  organize 
the  church,  died  November  7th,  a  month  previous. 
Mr.  Severence  is  deeply  interested  in  the  Japanese  work, 
and  queries  if  there  might  not  be  some  position  for  him 
in  this  same  work  in  Hawaii  A  letter  from  Mr.  S.  T. 
Alexander,  dated  New  Years  Day,  1899,  introduced  a 
subject  very  near  his  heart,  namely,  "the  inaugurat 
ing  of  a  movement  towards  the  securing  of  the  like- 
nesses of  all  the  old  missionary  fathers  and  mothers 
who  have  lived,  or  still  live,  on  these  islands."  As 
this  subject  was  taken  up  at  the  January  Cousins' 
Meeting,  and  a  committee  appointed  to  report  at  a 
future  time,  and  as  this  report  of  the  committee  is  to 
be  published  and  circulated  this  year,  in  our  booklet, 
we  bespeak  a  very  careful  reading  of  the  subject  and 
expression  of  approval  by  subscriptions.  Of  course 
replies  are  expected. 

Our  own  Education  work  has  been  diligently  per- 
formed this  year,  and  the  reports  sent  in  are  full  of  in- 
terest. They  will  be  printed  in  full.  We  bespeak  a 
very  careful  reading  of  them. 

Miss  M.  E.  Alexander,  of  the  Maunaolu  Seminary, 
at  Makawao,  has  given-  so  few  particulars  of  the  fire 
in  September  that  we    must  give  a   little  more  of  that 
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history.  It  was  in  September,  a  few  weeks  after  the 
re-opening  of  the  fall  term.  The  fire  seems  to  have 
started  in  the  attic  from  some  cause  unknown,  and  the 
wind  being  high,  and  no  water  accessible,  the 
building  was  soon  reduced  to  ashes  and  a  total  loss, 
nothing  being  saved  but  the  new  piano,  a  very  late 
gift  from  Mrs.  H.  P.  Baldwin.  It  was  a  great  cause 
for  thankfulness  that  it  was  early,  before  any  of  the 
girls  had  retired,  and  no  lives  were  lost.  The  sympa- 
thy of  the  entire  Island  community  was  enlisted  at 
once.  Large  and  generous  contributions  of  clothes, 
money  and  all  sorts  of  articles  were  sent  in  at  once  in 
Honolulu,  at  the  call  of  Mr.  W.  W.  Hall,  who  packed 
and  sent  the  boxes  with  the  utmost  dispatch.  All  the 
other  island  communities  responded.  The  old  Ma- 
kawo  church  sheltered  the  homeless  ones  that  night 
and  for  some  succeeding  days,  until  the  quarters  on 
the  Haleakela  Ranch  could  be  secured.  The  old 
building  on  Mrs.  Helen  T.  Alexander's  property  that 
was  once  used  for  the  Boys'  Farm  School,  has  been 
utilized  this  year.  Within  a  week  after  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  old  building,  Hon.  Henry  P.  Baldwin  an- 
nounced his  intention  to  rebuild  the  Seminary,  all  the 
expense  beyond  the  partial  insurance  to  be  assumed 
by  himself.  This  filled  all  the  hearts  of  teachers,  pu- 
pils and  friends  with  gratitude  and  love.  The  plans 
have  just  been  secured  and  the  contracts  called  for. 
Whether  the  building  will  be  completed  before  the 
usual  time  of  the  opening  next  fall  is  not  certain.  It 
was  at  once  decided  not  to  rebuild  on  the  old  site, 
where  water  is  so  perilously  scarce.  "Sunnyside," 
Paiia,  is  Mr.  Baldwin's  own  choice,  his  own  property. 
In  speaking  of  education,  a  few  words  concerning 
Kamehameha  Schools  seem  called  for.  Since  the 
opening  of  these  successful  and  finely  equipped  insti- 
tutions founded  by  Mrs.  BerniceP.  Bishop,  eleven  years 
have  passed,  and  the  results  have  seemed  magical.  In 
all  these  years — though  often  severe  illness  has  enter 
ed — there  had  never    been  a    death     until     this    year. 
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Joseph  Nahele,  of  Kona,  a  member  of  the 
graduating  class  which  is  to  go  out  this  month, 
died  last  week,  after  a  swift  run  of  fever.  He  has 
been  in  the  school  a  trusted  and  beloved  pupil  from  the 
Preparatory  department  up.  His  body  was  embalmed 
and  after  a  week  sent  home  for  interment.  On  the 
morning  of  May  30th,  Decoration  Day,  a  most  touch- 
ing and  beautiful  service  was  held  in  the  Chapel,  be- 
ginning at  8  a.  m.  The  sunlight,  streaming  through 
the  stained  glass  window  that  faces  the  east,  fell  on 
the  flower-covered  casket,  making  the  place  full  of 
brightness  and  not  of  gloom.  The  three  companies 
that  came  in  from  the  three  schools — first  the  girls  in 
white,  then  the  little  boys,  also  in  white,  with  black 
neckties,  and  last,  the  different  classes  of  the  boys  from 
the  Kamehameha  Manual,  all  in  the  school  uniform, 
made  an  impressive  picture.  The  services  were  tender 
and  appropriate  :  Scripture  reading  by  Mr.  Perry,  the 
school  chaplain  ;  a  prayer  in  Hawaiian  from  Rev.  Mr. 
Timoteo  ;  lovely  and  heart -filled  songs  from  both  the 
girls'  and  boys'  departments;  and  finally  the  most  ap 
propriate  and  inspiring  short  sermon  from  Mr.  Theo- 
dore Richards,  the  late  Principal,  made  a  most  im 
pressive  service.  And  the  last  act,  the  procession  of 
the  entire  boys'  department  passing  around  the  casket, 
each  laying  a  flower  as  he  passed  somewhere  upon 
the  other  floral  decorations,  was  one  to  fill  all  eyes 
with  tears.  Then  reverently  and  tenderly,  his  class- 
mates who  were  the  pallbearers  and  dressed  in  mourn- 
ing, lifted  the  casket  on  their  shoulders  and  bore  him 
out  from  the  sacred  place.  Only  the  boys  of  the 
Manual  department  marched  in  the  procession  to  the 
wharf,  headed  by  their  own  band.  Mr.  Richards' 
work  for  this  beloved  school  is  by  no  means  ended  by 
his  resignation.  A  large  and  far-reaching  work  for  all 
the  graduates  is  quietly  going  on,  and  his  efforts  in  the 
Union  Sabbath  School  work,  training  the  teachers  in 
all  the  various  schools  of  the  city,  are  showing  fruit- 
age already.     A  magnificent  Sunday  School  Rally  was 
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held  on  May  13th,  of  which  our  limits  forbid  any  en- 
larged account. 

The  efficient  and  highly  appreciated  efforts  of  Mr. 
Hiram  Bingham,  Jr.,  for  six  months  in  the  Palama 
Chapel,  make  us  regret  to  record  that  he  has  sent  in 
his  resignation,  as  the  strain  seriously  affected  his 
health.  He  went  for  recuperation  to  Molokai,  where 
he  has  found  some  employment  while  he  is  resting 
from  excitement.  Just  before  he  left  Honolulu  Mr. 
Bingham  gave  a  very  delightful  Reception  and  After- 
noon Tea  in  his  parents'  home,  March  8th,  to  over  two 
hundred  friends,  in  honor  of  the  seventieth  birth- 
day of  his  aunt,  Miss  E.  K.  Bingham.  Friends  en- 
tered warmly  into  the  occasion,  and  a  purse  of  over 
one  hundred  dollars  was  given  her,  which  came  as  a 
complete  surprise.  Many  other  beautiful  gifts  were 
brought. 

The  departure  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  C.  M.  Hyde  for  San 
Francisco,  on  the  13th  of  May,  caused  deep  regret, 
since  Dr.  Hvde's  health  is  delicate.  But  he  had  so 
strong  a  desire  to  take  the  trip  and  visit  his  son  in 
Ware,  Mass.,  with  hope  that  a  change  of  climate 
might  recuperate  him,  his  devoted  wife  gained  courage 
to  attempt  it.  We  have  heard  of  his  safe  arrival  in 
San  Francisco,  with  some  improvement  on  the  pas- 
sage, and  they  were  to  start  east  about  May  27th. 

Central  Union  Church  welcomed  to  its  pastorate  in 
September,  1898,  Rev,  Wm.  M.  Kincaid,  a  worthy 
successor  to  the  line  of  able  pastors  we  have  already 
enjoyed.  He  has  quickly  secured  the  hearts  of  the 
community,  and  it  is  a  pleasing  feature  of  every  even- 
ing service  to  see  the  numbers  of  young  people.  The 
youth  of  the  Hawaiian  and  Chinese  boarding  schools 
are  often  present,  and  lately  chorus  singing  by  the 
girls  of  the  Kamehameha  and  Kawaiahao  Schools  has 
been  an  attractive  feature  of  the  service. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Cruzan  is  settled  in  Hilo,  doing  grand 
work,  and  Rev.  C.  W.  Hill  has  a  growing  influence  as 
Home  Mission  pastor  in  Olaa  and   Kau.

DEATHS. 

At  Waikane,  Oahu,  on  Sabbath  morning,  July  7th, 
1898,  died  of  pneumonia,  Edwin  Austin  Jones.  His 
remains  were  brought  home  to  Honolulu.  A  shadow 
of  bereavement  fell  on  the  community,  for  in  his  home, 
in  business,  in  the  church  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  though 
never  making  any  display  of  himself,  he  had  been  a 
staff  to  lean  on,  a  light  not  hid. 

At  Lihue,  Kauai,  July  '23d,  after  a  lingering  decline 
from  consumption,  Miss  Mary  H.  Hardy  entered  upon 
rest,  aged  37  years. 

At  Kohala,  Hawaii,  October  9th,  1898,  Edward  G. 
Hitchcock  ended  his  brave  life.  For  eight  months  he 
had  been  a  great  sufferer  from  the  effects  of  a  carbun- 
cle on  the  back  of  the  neck.  It  was  only  his  indomit- 
able will  and  pluck,  that  led  him  to  persist  in  going  to 
preside  as  Judge  at  the  Circuit  Court.  He  succumbed 
at  once  to  weakness  and  died  in  three  days.  His  re- 
mains were  sent  back  to  Hilo,  and  his  funeral  was 
held  in  the  Haili  Church. 

Died  in  Washington,  D.  C,  at  the  age  of  62,  Philip 
Inch,  husband  of  Clara  Dibble,  the  youngest  child  of 
Sheldon  Dibble,  formerly  a  missionary  here  and  the 
Hawaiian  historian.  Mr.  Inch  held  high  position  as 
Lieutenant  of  Engineers  in  the  U.  S.  N.,  and  had 
often  visited  Honolulu,  where  he  was  always  glad  to 
claim  his  cousinship.     He  was  much  esteemed  in  the 
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church  to  which  he  belonged  in  Washington,  and  a 
copy  of  his  funeral  discourse  was  sent  to  Prof.  W.  D. 
Alexander  by  his  pastor. 

At  Haiku,  Maui,  November  23d,  the  very  evening 
when  Maui  society  was  met  to  greet  the  wedding  bells 
ot  two  cousins  of  the  second  generation,  the  sweet  and 
saintly  soul  of  Geo.  E.  Beckwith  was  peacefully  pass- 
ing over  the  bar  into  the  sea  of  eternity,  after  a  brief 
illness.  His  brother,  Rev.  Edward  G.  Beckwith, went 
from  the  death  scene  to  perform  the  happy  ceremony, 
nor  did  he  suffer  one  look  or  word  to  mar  his  serenity. 
He  knew  his  brother  would  have  wished  no  shadowto 
go  from  him  to  the  home  of  his  neighbors  of  many 
years.  The  next  day  all  Maui  met  at  Paiia  church  in 
mourning  over  their  great  loss.  The  two  daughters  of 
Mrs.  Geo.  E.  Beckwith,  who  were  both  teaching  in  the 
United  States,  returned  as  swiftly  as  it  was  possible 
to  comfort  their  mother.  But  now  the  lovely  home 
at  Haiku  is  broken  up,  Mrs.  Beckwith  and  daughters 
having  returned  to  the  United   States  to  reside. 

Died,  in  Saybrook,  Conn.,  Mrs.  Emily  (Whitney) 
McCall.  She  was  the  youngest  daughter  of  the  pion- 
eer missionaries,  Rev.  Samuel  and  Mrs.  Mercy  P. 
Whitney. 

On  the  early  morning  of  January  15th,  1899,  the 
Messenger  came  for  our  beloved  Sarah  (Andrews) 
Thurston,  who  had  lingered  a  month  paralyzed  and 
unable  to  communicate  herthoughts  or  feelings.  She, 
whose  mature  history  was  bound  up  in  that  of  the 
Hawaiian  Mission  Children's  Society  for  forty-six  and 
a  half  years,  since  she  was  the  first  Vice  President  of 
this  Society  ;  and  her  husband,  Asa  Thurston,  deliver- 
ed the  first  President's  address.  In  the  third  year  of 
our  organization  they  joined  wedded  hands  "till  death 
do  us  part."  The  parting  came  in  the  year  1859,  and 
she  walked  amidst  us  a  widow  for  forty  years.  Three 
small  children  were  left  to  rear  and  educate  on  very 
small  means.  Her  character  can  be  written  in  three 
short  words  :  sweet,  sunny,  strong — else  how  could  she

ever  have  borne  such  burdens.  When  Robert,  her 
eldest  son,  had  just  reached  manhood,  he  was  taken 
from  her  by  a  sudden  casualty,  yet  no  murmer  was 
ever  uttered.  No  shadow  from  her  life  was  ever  per- 
mitted to  darken  another's.  Later  years  lightened  her 
toils,  but  her  deeds  of  helpfulness  never  ceased.  In 
the  old  Andrews  homestead,  in  Nuuanu,  we  met 
around  her  peaceful  form,  and  she  was  borne  from  its 
shadow  by  the  hands  of  "Cousins,"  to  be  laid  in  the 
last  rest.  The  procession  walked  down  the  hill  to  the 
grave, and  another  link  to  the  past  was  severed. 

Under  a  mental  cloud,  caused  by  disease  and  men- 
tal suffering,  Henry  H.  Wilcox  closed  his  life  prema- 
turely, January  11th,  1899. 

We  see  but  dimly  through  the  mists  and  vapors 

Amid  these  earthly  damps  ; 
What  seem  to  us  but  sad  funereal  tapers 

May  be  heaven's  distant  lamps. 

The  death  of  three  little  ones  must  be  recorded  : — * 
First,  of  Marjorie  Frear,  scarcely  a  year  old,  in  Cali- 
fornia, which  notice  was  not  received  in  time  for  last 
year's  record.  The  infant  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
WTm.  H.  Rice,  Jr.,  born  in  June  after  our  record  was 
finished,  died  in  less  than  a  month,  early  in  June,  1898. 
September  26  a  son  was  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.Wm.  H. 
Shipman,  at  their  Mountain  View  home,  Olaa.  This, 
the  tenth  child  of  the  family,  was  a  fine,  sturdy  little 
fellow  and  soon  became  the  idol  of  the  household. 
After  the  vacation  the  family  returned  to  Hilo,  where 
December  12  the  life  of  the  darling  came  to  a  speedy 
close  by  accidental  scalding,  and  he  went  to  join 
two  little  brothers  gone  before.  But  his  life  mission 
had  been  accomplished.  Before  his  death,  as  the  seal 
of  baptism  was  put  on  his  brow,  George  Herbert  Ship- 
man  was  enclosed  in  the  same  rite  with  five  others 
of  the  family,  thus  drawing  Jesus  very  near  to  their 
home. 

Mrs.  Anna  (Armstrong)  Forbes,  wife  of  Lieut.  The- 
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odore  F.  Forbes,  of  the  U.  S.  Army,  died  at  Fort  Mac- 
Pherson,  Georgia,  Jan.  24,  1899. 

Rev.  Chas.  G.  McCully,  of  Calais,  Maine,  writes 
under  date  of  May  25th  :  "With  deepest  grief  I  am 
compelled  to  say  that  the  name  of  my  beloved  daugh- 
ter, Mary  Porter  McCully,  requires  to  have  the  * 
affixed  to  her  name  as  having  passed  from  this  world. 
She  was  removed  after  a  few  days'  illness  from  ap- 
pendicitis, on  March  15th  last.      Her  end  was  peace." 

At  the  breaking  of  day,  June  1st,  1899,  Dr.  Hugo 
Stangenwald  finished  his  life  record, and  walked  among 
the  angels.  It  was  just  34  years  the  day  he  was  dying 
since  Mary  Catherine  (Dimond)  Stangenwald,  his  first 
wife,  left  him,  and  their  three  little  ones  had  also  pre- 
ceded him.  What  a  joyful  reunion  !  For  many  years 
Dr.  Stangenwald  was  the  trusted  and  beloved  physi- 
cian of  nearly  all  the  households  in  Honolulu.  His 
funeral  was  largely  attended.  Our  sympathies  are 
given  to  the  lonely  one,  Mrs.  Annie  M.  Stangenwald, 
who  survives  him. 

Just  as  this  Report  was  going  to  press,  word  was 
received  of  the  sudden  death,  very  early  in  May,  of 
Miss  Lucretia  F.  Ingraham,  of  Hunter,  N.  N.  Miss 
Ingraham  arrived  in  Hawaii  in  June,  187  ^,  and  was 
for  three  years  a  most  valued  assistant  in  the  Kawaia- 
hao  Seminary  ;  then  she  accepted  the  position  of  Prin- 
cipal of  the  Government  Union  School  in  Hilo,  where 
she  was  a  successful  teacher  for  three  years.  Re- 
signing in  1879,  she  returned  to  her  home,  and  has 
been  an  able  worker  in  all  church  and  missionary  op- 
erations, always  retaining  her  deep  aloha  for  the  Ha- 
waiian Islands,  and  constantly  remembering  us  with 
letters.  An  attack  of  grippe  left  her  in  a  very  preca- 
rious state  as  to  her  heart,  and  death  came  as  she 
expected,  quite  suddenly.  A  niece,  Miss  Helen  T. 
Ingraham,  wrote  the  news  of  her  death,  as  she  had 
been  requested  to.

It  is  impossible  to  close  this  year's  record  of  events 
without  a  word  in  memory  of  the  young  Princes  Kaiu- 
lani,  who  died  March  6th,  1899.  No  more 
sincere  mourners  can  be  four.d  than  the  chil- 
dren of  the  American  Protestant  Mission  to 
these  islands.  We  are  Hawaiians  as  well  as  Ameri 
cans,  and  our  tears  drop  now  as  they  did  on  the  day 
of  the  Flag  Raising,  over  "what  might  have  been." 
This  expression  of  personal  grief  was  penned  in  Hilo, 
when  the  news  first  arrived  :

Kaiulani !     Dear  1     Beloved  ! 

Art  thou  truly  fled, 
From  the  nest  where  thou  wast  doved  ? 

Did  I  hear  it  ?     Dead  ? 

Fateful  message— do  not  speed  ! 

Dead  !     Oh,  speak  it  not ! 
No  !  we  cannot  bear  our  need  ! 

See  our  tears  drop  hot ! 

Happy,  gentle,  full  of  grace — 

Life  so  buoyant,  bright ;

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Educational    Report. 


Miss  Christina  W.  Paulding,  Principal  ;  Miss  Mar- 
Kawaiahao  tha  A.  Myrick,  Matron  ;  Miss  Josephine  J.  Haman, 
Seminary.  Music  Teacher;  Miss  Jane  E.  Johnson,  Dress- 
making Department ;  Miss  Belle  Johnson,  Miss 
Jessie  R.  Brockie,  Miss  Ella  Pugsley,  Miss  Abigail  Aikue,  Class 
Room  Teachers. 


We  have  had  enrolled  this  year  116  girls.  The 
largest  number  belonging  at  one  time  was  ninety  six. 
Of  these  forty-eight  are  natives,  ten  Chinese,  four  Jap- 
anese, one  Norwegian,  one  Portuguese,  and  the  re- 
mainder part  native.  Twenty  eight  have  been  paid 
for  by  parents  or  guardians,  and  for  twenty-two  one- 
half  the  tuition  has  been  paid  in  the  same  way.  This 
is  a  larger  proportion  paid  for  in  this  way  than  ever 
before. 

We  have  had  fifteen  girls  in  the  dse^smaking  de- 
partment, six  of  them  for  but  one  term.  There  has 
been  a  greater  demand  for  sewing  girls  than  in  previ- 
ous years.  The  best  sewers  have  been  out  almost  all 
of  the  time,  leaving  only  inexperienced  girls  to  do  the 
work  taken  in.  While  this  has  been  good  for  the  girls, 
and  is  what  we  are  training  them  for,  we  have  not,  in 
consequence  thereof,  been  able  to  make  as  much  head- 
way in  the  department  as  heretofore.  These  girls 
have  earned  for  themselves  nearly  $700.  Five  of  them 
paid  half  their  own  tuition  and  one  girl  paid  all  of  hers. 
A  number  of  girls  have  done  general  housework  in 
families. 

The  Lima  Kokua  Society  has  held  its  usual  monthly 
meetings.  The  collections  this  year  were  appropriated 
to  the  Hawaiian  Board,  the  Woman's  Board,  the  Free 
Kindergartens,  Miss  Hoppin's  School  on  Kusaie,  the 
Leper  Settlement,  a  school  for  blind  children  in  China. 

Some  of  our  girls  have  taught  in  the  Mission  Sun- 
day Schools  of  Pauoa,  Kakaako  and  Maunakiki.    Two 
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have  helped  regularly  in  the  sewing  classes  at  Palama 
Chapel. 

The  health  of  the  school  has  been  good.  We  had 
measles  in  the  fall  and  grippe  in  the  spring,  but  no 
serious  cases  of  either  disease. 

There  has  been  a  decided  improvement  in  our  girls 
this  year — an  increased  spirit  ot  kindness  and  helpful- 
ness and  a  greater  desire  to  do  their  work  well,  both 
in  the  class  rooms  and  about  the  house. 

We  are  glad  of  this  opportunity  to  thank  our  friends 
and  patrons  who  have  aided  us  financially.

As  you  know,  we  are  in  Mrs.  Charles  H. 
flaunaolu  Alexander's  home  and  our  sixty  girls 
Seminary,  occupy  the  old  Haleakala  school  build- 
ing— that  is,  they  sleep  there  and  we  all 
eat  there,  and,  have  our  school  work  and  domestic  work 
in  that  building.  Two  of  our  teachers  have  rooms 
and  take  charge  of  girls  at  night  there,  while  other 
teachers  sleep  in  the  house  of  Mrs.  Alexander.  We 
really  do  remarkably  well  as  regards  the  comfort  oft 
our  large  family    crowded    into    such    close  quarters. 

How  can  we  thank  the  dear  Cousins'  Society  for 
remembering  our  needs  so  generously  ?  This  year,  of 
all  times,  is  when  we  need  extra  funds,  and  the  $300 
received  recently  through  your  Treasurer  was  more 
appreciated  than  you  will  ever  quite  realize.  The 
girls  whose  tuition  this  will  pay  are  promising  and 
worthy  of  trust,  we  believe.  Five  of  them  are  daugh- 
ters of  ministers  and  the  sixth  one  is  a  real  missionary 
among  her  people  when  at  home  and  has  good  influ- 
ence in  our  school.  The  ministers  to  whom  the  five 
belong  are  Rev.  Hanuna  of  Hana,  Maui,  Rev.  Kalino 
of  Paia,  Maui,  and  Rev.  Nawahine  of  Waihee,  Maui. 

Since  the  old  Maunaolu  home,  so  dear  to  many, was 
burned,  our  girls  have  had  many    opportunities  to  de- 
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velop  graces  of  character  which  would  never  have 
come  to  them  in  the  regular  routine  of  school  life,  and 
many  have  surprised  us  by  marked  improvement  in 
adaptability,  patience,  gentleness  and  real  striving  to 
live  the  Golden   Rule. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  our  new  building  for  next 
year.

Our  school  opened  September  5th, 
Kohala  Girls'  and  work  seems  to  have  commenced 
School.  at  just  the  point  where  it  was  dropped 

last  term.  Our  faculty  was  the  same  as 
that  of  last  year,  untilMay,  when  we  were  glad  to  add 
Mrs.  Deemer  to  our  number.  Mrs.  Deemer  has  charge 
ot  the  dressmaking  department.  This  is  a  new  depart- 
ment for  us,  and  one  of  which  we  felt  very  much  in 
need.  Our  girls  have  always  been  taught  sewing,  and 
a  few  have  gone  out  sewing  by  the  day  ;  but  as  we 
were  not  able  to  give  them  instruction  in  cutting  and 
fitting,  they  were  in  no  wise  independent  in  their  work. 
Now,  however,  they  can  have  that  instruction,  which 
will  make  them  independent  workwomen  and  help 
them  to  earn  a  livelihood.  Our  girls  are  all  very  anx- 
ious to  learn  anything  which  will  help  them  to  earn 
money.  Some  have  earned  money  this  year  by  going 
out  to  do  cooking,  waiting  on  table,  sewing  and  teach- 
ing native  fancy  work.  One  of  our  girls  teaches  native 
work  at  Ainakea  School  two  days  in  the  week.  We  are 
hoping  that  all  the  government  schools  in  this  district 
will  be  allowed  teachers  in  this  work  next  year,  for  we 
have  girls  anxious  and  competent  to  teach  the  same. 

Our  many  kind  friends  who  have  helped  us  in  years 
past  have  helped  us  again  most  generously  this  year, 
and  not  the  least  of  these  is  the  H.  M.  C.  S.  The 
$200  which  they  have  again  so  generously  given  our 
school  has  been  appropriated    as    follows  :     Julia  Kai- 
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hemua,  $25  ;  Liwai  Beright,  $25  ;  Dorcas  Fern,  $40; 
Margaret  Kaanaana,  $25  ;  Hannah  Molale,  $25  ;  Ella 
Kekuewa,  $5  ;  Minnie  Kekuewa,  $10  ;  Lucy  Kapa,  $45. 

Mr.  C.  M.  Cooke  and  Mr.  H.  Waterhouse  have 
aided  us  very  substantially  this  year.  Central  Union 
Sunday  School  still  continues  to  give  the  usual  $100 
for  scholarships,  and  the  Kohala  Kings  Daughters  are 
helpful  as  ever.  This  year  they  have  not  only  given 
the  scholarships,  but  also  a  new  sewing  machine, 
which  is  a  great  help  in    our  dressmaking  department. 

Our  circulars  which  we  have  been  sending  out  these 
last  few  months,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  an  Endow- 
ment Fund  of  $50,000,  have  been  received  very  pleas- 
antly, and  we  have  had  many  letters  in  answer  and 
many  promises  of  help,  so  we  feel  much  encouraged. 
This  fund,  when  realized,  will  place  our  school  upon  a 
firm  financial  basis,  and  enable  us  to  increase  our  ap- 
pliances and  so  increase  our  general  usefulness. 

Our  Christian  Endeavor  Society  is  still  carrying  on 
its  good  work,  and  has  proved  itself  useful  and  helpful 
in  many  ways.  The  Helping  Hand  Committee  has 
indeed  been  appropriately  named,  and  its  members 
proved  themselves  very  efficient  during  our  siege  with 
measles. 

Altogether  we  have  had  a  growing,  helpful  year, 
and  we  are  glad  of  this  opportunity  to  thank  so  many 
for  sympathy  and  helpfulness.

Our  teaching  force,  with  one  exception, 
Hilo  Boarding  remains  the  same  as  it  was  last  year. 
School.  In  April,  Miss  Nape  found  it  necessary 

to  resign  on  account  of  ill  health.     Mr. 
Charles  Ellis    has    acted  as  substitute  in  the  Primary,' 
while  Mrs.  J.  T.  Lewis  has  come  in  twice  each  week  to 
conduct  the  music  classes. 

The  total  number  enrolled  this  year  is  sixty-five. 
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While  Hilo  has  passed  through  a  siege  of  measles, 
grippe  and  fever,  our  boys  have  been  singularly  fortu- 
nate. We  entirely  escaped  the  fever,  and  the  very 
few  cases  of  measles  and  grippe  were  not  serious  and 
the  victims  were  soon  in  their  classes  again. 

Our  classes  present  a  cosmopolitan  air.  At  present 
we  enroll,  besides  the  Hawaiians,  eight  Japanese,  two 
Chinese,  four  Portuguese  and  two  Germans.  While 
the  grown  up  Japanese  men  entering  the  primary 
class  do  complicate  the  work  in  the  primary,  we  find 
the  presence  of  other  nationalities  in  the  school  is  ben- 
eficial. A  wholesome  rivalry  has  been  thus  introduced. 

The  time  seemed  ripe  to  introduce  the  subject  of 
starting  a  Christian  Endeavor  Society,  and  in  January 
our  Society  was  organized  with  fourteen  charter  mem- 
bers. The  Society  has  grown  quietly,  the  interest  has 
kept  up,  and  good  fruits  have  shown  in  the  lives  of  the 
boys. 

The  boys  need  no  longer  break  their  backs  perform- 
ing their  ablutions  in  the  stream.  A  new  lavatory  just 
outside  the  dormitory  acts  as  a  welcome  substitute.  A 
coffee- drying  house  was  built  last  summer  vacation  in 
which  the  school  coffee,  as  well  as  that  for  outside 
parties,  has  been  dried.  A  few  months  ago  iron  piping 
and  other  fittings  for  iron  beds  were  ordered  from  San 
Francisco,  since  which  time  the  boys  in  the  blacksmith 
department  have  been  busily  engaged  making  beds  for 
their  dormitories. 

We  are  indebted  to  Mrs.  Lewis  for  the  kind  thought 
which  placed  a  new  piano  in  our  assembly  hall.  A 
new  dictionary  and  globe  came  as  a  pleasant  reminder 
from  a  few  of  the  former  teachers  of  the  Hilo  Board- 
ing School.  Plans  are  now  in  the  hands  of  carpenters 
for  a  new  cottage  for  the  lady  teachers.  With  Mr.  C. 
M.  Cooke's  liberal  donation,  we  believe  it  will  be  pos- 
sible not  only  to  erect  this  cottage,  but  also  put  a  coat 
of  paint  on  all  the  buildings.  With  the  new  cottage 
and  the  new  paint,  two  serious  needs  are  supplied. 
We  just  as  seriously  need  an  extra  teacher.     The  din- 
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ing  hall  cannot  be  looked  after  as  it  should  be,  nor  can 
the  little  boys — and  we  have  so  many  little  boys — be 
cared  for  as  they  should  be  with  our  present  small 
number  of  teachers.  As  the  means  have  come  here- 
tofore for  other  needs  as  great,  we  are  confident  some 
kind  donation  will  again  come  to  our  relief. 

We  are  glad  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Hawaiian  Mission  Society  and  others  who  have  so 
kindly  assisted  us. 

Since  writing  the  above  Report,  we  have  been  sad- 
dened by  the  death  of  one  of  our  ex-pupils,  who  died 
from  fever  during  the  epidemic  of  that  disease.  He 
was  without  a  home,  so  we  took  him  in,  but  as  he 
failed  to  improve,  we  arranged  for  him  to  go  to  the 
hospital,  where  he  died  shortly  after.

The  "Mills  Institute"  has  continued  its 
Chinese  important  work  during  the  year  with  a 
Mission  full  attendance.  Seventy-nine  students 
have  been  connected  with  the  boarding 
department,  while  over  fifty  day  pupils  have  been  con- 
nected with  the  institution  for  a  longer  or  shorter  pe- 
riod. In  the  school  the  advance  has  been  steady  and 
satisfactory.  A  number  of  our  students  have  taken 
their  stand  on  the  side  of  Christ  and  we  trust  will 
become  leaders  and  helpers  to  their  people.  The 
young  men  of  our  theological  training  class  have  been 
diligent  in  their  studies  and  assisted  most  faithfully  in 
various  departments  of  religious  and  evangelistic  work 
as  their  time  has  permitted.  We  are  expecting  a  strong 
reinforcement  to  our  teaching  force  in  the  near  future, 
two  of  the  three  new  teachers  being  graduates  this 
year  of  Union  Theological  Seminary  of  New  York 
City.  The  kind  and  generous  help  afforded  us  by  dif- 
ferent members  of  the  Cousins'  Society,  is  enabling  us 
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to  carry  forward  this  educational  work  which  is  in- 
creasingly proving  one  of  the  most  important  factors 
in  the  development  of  the  Chinese  Mission. 

Our  earnest  co-worker  on  Maui,  Miss  Charlotte 
Turner,  is  now  absent  in  the  home  land,  enjoying  a 
period  of  well  earned  rest.  During  her  absence  Miss 
Clara  Zeigler  has  most  faithfully  carried  forward  her 
work  in  the  Wailuku  School. 

Rev.  Mr.  Lewis  writes  under  recent  date,  "My  im- 
pression of  the  Chinese  work  on  this  island  is  most 
favorable.  It  has  in  it  the  promise  of  large  results  in 
the  near  future.  I  only  wish  that  it  might  be  possible 
to  place  more  workers  in  the  field." 

There  is  an  especially  interesting  work  opening  ud 
in  the  district  of  Kula,  on  the  slopes  of  Haleahala.  In 
Hilo,  our  little  Mission  Kindergarten  has  continued  to 
exert  its  helpful  influence.  We  have  been  favored  this 
year  in  having  as  principal  of  our  Mahapala  (Kohala) 
School  Miss  Gertrude  Whiteman,  who  was  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  a  missionary  teacher  in  Utah.  She  has 
taken  hold  of  the  work  with  an  earnest  spirit  and 
marked  ability.  Eight  of  our  Chinese  girls  are  enjoy- 
ing the  privileges  of  the  Kohala  Seminary.  We  would 
like  also  to  refer  to  the  progress  of  the  Chinese  girls  in 
Kawaiahao  Seminary. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  have  asso- 
ciated with  us  in  our  missionary  work  one  who  is  di- 
rectly in  the  line  of  "cousinly"  descent.  Since  the 
beginning  of  this  year  Miss  Mable  Sunter  has  been 
working  among  the  Chinese  women  and  girls  of  the 
city  and  suburbs,  under  appointment  from  the  Wo- 
man's Board.  She  has  entered  energetically  and  en- 
thusiastically upon  her  work,  and  found  her  way  into 
many  homes,  where  she  has  been  warmly  welcomed. 
She  has  begun  the  study  of  the  Chinese  language,  in 
which  she  is  making  good  progress.  She  states  that 
already  she  has  come  into  contact  with  nearly  six 
hundred  women,  and  that  many  more  are  yet  to  be 
visited.     Most  truly  does  she  say,  "On   every  side  are 
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open  doors  of  opportunity  bidding  one  enter.  The 
work  is  a  blessed  one,  but  to  it  must  be  brought  the 
zeal  and  wisdom  of  the  Master,  without  whom  we  can 
do  nothing."  God  grant  that  others  from  the  ranks 
of  our  young  cousins  may  be  led  to  give  themselves  to 
active  missionary  work.

The   Industrial   Education  Needed   in   Hawaii  and  the 

Incentives  to  It. 

"  The  shoemaker  should  stick  to  his  last,"  is  an  old 
adage  which  everyone  who  ventures  into  a  discussion 
on  a  subject  outside  of  his  own  sphere  would  do  well  to 
remember.  Still,  what  we  ourselves  do  in  one  direc- 
tion may  be  so  modified  by  what  some  one  else  does 
or  fails  to  do  in  another  direction,  that  for  the  proper 
guidance  of  our  own  work  we  are  forced  at  times  to 
formulate  opinions  on  subjects  in  regard  to  which  our 
experience  is  limited.  This  is  my  excuse  for  attempt- 
ing to  write  on  the  topic  I  have  named.  For  the 
sake  of  brevity  and  clearness,  I  will  introduce  the  sug- 
gestions which  I  have  to  make  by  relating  in  outline 
the  story  of  an  industrial  experiment  which  for  the 
past  ten  years  has  been  carried  on  in  another  place — 
that  of  the  Industrial  Missionary  Association  of 
Alabama. 

In  1878,  Rev.  C.  B.  Curtis  and  wife,  then  under  the 
American  Missionary  Association,  went  to  Selma, 
Alabama,  and  began  labor  with  the  colored  Congre- 
gational Church  in  that  city.  "  There,  in  direct  per- 
sonal contact  with  the  people,  they  studied  the  needs 
of  the  then  recently  emancipated  freedmen.  The  con- 
clusion was  forced  upon  them  that,  while  existing 
missionary  activities  should  be  continued,  there  was  a 
demand  for  work  upon  a  new  plan,  especially  in  back 
ward  sections  remote  from  missionary  centres.  Nine- 
tenths  of  the  colored  population  then  lived  on  planta- 
tions, most  of  them  beyond  the  reach  of  intelligent 
preaching  and  good  schools.  There  vice  and  ignor- 
ance seemed  on  the  increase,  and  the  people's  condi- 
tion was  appalling." 

The  plan  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Curtis  was  to  supplement 
religious   instruction    and    mental  training   by  giving

the  people  the  opportunity  to  secure  homes  tor  them 
selves,  and,  in  the  meantime,  to  train  them  in  habits  of 
thrift  and  correct  methods  of  work.  This  involved 
the  purchase  of  a  tract  of  land,  which  was  to  be  rented 
or  sold  to  the  people  in  smaller  tracts.  All  the  labor 
connected  with  the  cultivation  and  management  of 
this  land  was,  of  course,  to  be  under  the  direction  of 
competent  oversight.  Alongside  of  this  manual  part 
of  the  work,  the  church  life  was  to  be  kept  up  and 
the  public  school  system  maintained,  supplemented, 
as  occasion  required,  by  aid  from  rents  and  other 
revenues  of  the  business.  By  this  method,  it  was 
intended  that  families  which  took  up  the  land  of  the 
Association  should  eventually  become  independent 
owners  of  farms,  while  the  family  life  would  be  safe- 
guarded and  a  purer  and  more  intelligent  social  con- 
dition developed.  It  was  a  part  of  the  theory  also 
that  the  enterprise  should  be  in  great  part  self- 
supporting. 

The  attempt  was  made  to  induce  the  older  mission- 
ary organizations  to  take  up  the  work,  but  they  were 
incorporated  for  educational  and  religious  purposes 
and  could  not  go  into  the  business  of  buying  and 
selling  land.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Curtis  were,  therefore, 
obliged  either  to  give  up  their  effort,  or  to  sever  their 
connection  with  the  Missionary  Association  under 
which  they  had  labored  and  form  a  new  Society. 
They  chose  the  latter  course,  and, to  test  their  scheme, 
bought  300  acres  of  land,  and  began  renting  as  pro- 
posed. The  results  were  encouraging,  and  Mr.  Curtis, 
with  some  other  gentlemen  co-operating  with  him, 
secured  a  certificate  of  incorporation  and  thus  placed 
the  new  society  on  a  legal  basis. 

This  was  in    1888.       Much  sacrifice  and  labor  were 
necessary  in  securing   funds    and   beginning  the  work, 
but  the  beginning  was  made,  and  the  enterprise  pros 
pered.     A    brief   extract  from    a   report  written  in  the 
year  1897    will   show    the    progress  made  in   the  first 
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eight   years.     This    report    speaks    as  follows  of   the 
work  : 

11  It  is  successful.  Incorporated  in  1888,  its  first 
year's  work  in  1889  began  with  400  acres  and  a  few 
families,  and  its  last  year,  1896,  reported  4000  acres, 
between  60  and  70  families,  1  school  in  3  departments, 
3  other  schools,  really  6  day  schools  in  all,  2  night 
schools,  4  Sunday  schools  maintained  or  aided,  2 
churches,  a  farmers'  club,  cotton  gin  and  press,  saw 
mill  and  grist  mill  for  corn,  store,  post  office,  freight 
office,  and  an  actual  business  profit  of  $3647.51.  This 
last  feature,  business  profit,  has  made  decided  pro- 
gress. The  year  1892,  the  first  with  the  present  area, 
incurred  a  loss  on  account  of  short  crops  and  low 
prices,  together  with  the  inevitable  difficulties  of  a  new 
enterprise  ;  1893  showed  a  small  profit  ;  1894  a  profit 
of  $1455.16;  1895,  $2173.96;  and  1896,  $3674.51. 
Already  the  business  receipts  are  more  than  sustain- 
ing the  local  mission.  From  extreme  poverty,  negro 
families  have  advanced  in  equipment  for  home  and 
farm,  and  are  feeling  the  thrill  of  opportunity  and  a 
better  life." 

Now,  do  we  find  any  suggestion  from  this  brief 
story  for  the  solution  of  industrial  problems  here  ? 
We  have  here  a  large  class  of  young  men  and  women 
of  different  nationalities  growing  up  who  have  no  pre- 
sent connection  with  any  kind  of  industrial  life  that  is 
of  common  interest  to  the  whole  family,  as  is  the  case 
with  a  farmer's  children  in  the  older  agricultural  com- 
munities. The  father  is  usually  a  common  laborer. 
The  children  have  no  responsibility  for  a  home  estab- 
lishment, and  so  are  always  in  danger  of  getting  into 
mischief.  The  larger  part  of  them  go  to  school,  it  is 
true,  but.  aside  from  their  mental  training,  gain  but  little 
which  fits  them  to  take  places  in  the  industrial  life 
of  the  land.  It  is  to  be  remembered  also  that  these 
children  are  poor.  They  have  not  the  means  when  they 
reach  young  manhood  and  womanhood  of  establishing 
themselves  in  independent  lines  of  work.     They  could 
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do  this,  if  at  all,  only  after  long  years  of  steady  ser- 
vice and  careful  economy,  at  low  wages.  Under 
these  conditions  but  very  few  would  ever  outgrow  the 
condition  of  the  common  day  laborer. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  is  still  in  these  islands  a 
large  amount  of  undeveloped  land  suited  to  division 
into  small  tracts  and  capable  of  supporting  a  varied 
industry.  Our  agricultural  resources  have  not  yet 
begun  to  be  developed  either  in  extent  or  variety. 
Hilo  grass,  bushes  and  other  kinds  of  vegetation, 
cover  our  mountain  sides  from  bottom  to  the  top. 
Why  cannot  these  wild  products  of  nature  be  replaced 
by  some  form  of  growth  that  would  be  productive  to 
the  planter  and  afford  a  healthful  and  independent 
employment  for  himself  and  family? 

We  have  here,  then,  a  large  quantity  of  undeveloped 
brain  and  muscle,  and  a  large  amount  of  undeveloped 
land  suited  to  agricultural  uses.  Is  it  not  true  that 
one  of  the  great  problems  facing  the  people  of  the 
Islands  to-day  is  to  bring  these  two  classes  of  un- 
developed resources  together  for  their  mutual  im- 
provement ?  Is  it  not  simple  justice  that  the  poorest 
classes,  so  far  as  they  are  worthy,  should  have  the 
opportunity  of  obtaining  such  property  rights  as  will 
make  their  lot  in  life  easier,  and  inspire  in  them  a 
desire  for  higher  character  and  usefulness  ?  Does  not 
the  future  stability  and  safety  of  the  country  require 
this?  It  is  a  very  trite  observation  that  the  strength 
of  a  country  lies  in  its  agricultural  class.  The  same 
should  be  true  here.  If  there  cannot  be  a  strong 
agricultural  class  created,  the  country  will  always  lack 
that  element  which  furnishes  backbone  and  stability 
to  the  social  fabric.  If  the  land  in  large  tracts  passes 
into  the  hands  of  corporations  or  wealthy  individuals, 
the  poor  cannot  easily  get  it,  and  the  population  must 
always  remain  what  it  is  now — a  few  people  of  large 
wealth,  a  very  large  and  very  poor  laboring  class, 
and  between  these  a  small  class  in  moderate  and  com- 
fortable circumstances.       Such  a  state  of  affairs  is  un-

favorable  to  the  growth  of  the  highest  type  of  charac- 
ter. It  smothers  ambition  in  the  poorer  class  by 
rendering  them  unable  to  secure  the  conditions  which 
are  necessary  to  their  advancement.  It  consequently 
makes  the  support  of  all  benevolent  and  philanthropic 
work  dependent  upon  the  gifts  of  the  wealthy.  Under 
this  system  the  population  may  be  analysed  according 
to  another  principle  of  division.  We  have  not  simply 
a  very  wealthy  class  and  a  very  poor  class,  but  a  class 
which  becomes  the  dispenser  of  charity,  and  another 
which,  for  everything  above  the  elements  of  a  meagre 
existence,  depends  on  charity.  This  class  comes  in 
time  to  lose  its  self-respect  and  energy  in  caring  for 
itself,  and  to  look  more  and  more  to  the  charity-dis- 
pensing class  to  provide  for  it. 

I  will  illustrate  what  I  mean  by  a  single  example. 
In  the  North  Pacific  Missionary  Institute  we  are 
trying  to  raise  up  a  class  of  young  men  who  shall 
serve  the  different  races  of  the  Islands  as  pastors. 
Most  of  these  men  have  been  in  the  higher  schools, 
when  they  have  had  new  desires  awakened  and  become 
accustomed  to  a  more  elevated  style  of  living  than 
they  formerly  found  in  the  homes  of  their  parents. 
Moreover,  go  almost  where  they  will  to-day  and  they 
find  themselves  surrounded  by  foreigners,  who  main- 
tain this  higher  and  better  kind  of  living.  Their  work 
throws  them  more  and  more  into  contact  with  this 
class  of  people.  They  are,  therefore,  compelled,  both 
by  the  new  impulses  which  they  feel  in  themselves 
and  by  the  necessities  of  their  surroundings,  to  attempt 
a  better  style  of  living  than  was  customary  a  few 
years  ago. 

Now,  when  these  men  go  out  to  work  among  the 
churches  what  do  they  find?  The  churches  will  gene- 
rally promise  to  pay  them  some  specified  sum,  but, 
unless  stimulated  and  aided  by  some  outside  influence, 
such  as  a  pastor's  aid  society,  they  will  almost  in- 
variably fail  to  keep  their  faith.  I  am  speaking  now 
of    the     Hawaiian    churches.       These    are    becoming 
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poorer    and     more    dependent     on    the      support     of 
foreigners. 

The  situation  is  full  of  danger  to  the  pastor  as 
well  as  to  the  church.  His  salary  is  too  small  at  best, 
and  under  the  conditions  I  have  described  he  is 
almost  certain  to  become  involved  in  obligations  that 
he  cannot  meet,  not  necessarily  because  he  has  any 
inclination  to  do  so,  but  from  the  nature  of  the  cir- 
cumstances. When  he  once  becomes  thus  involved 
it  is  almost  impossible  for  him  to  get  out  of  the  diffi- 
culty, and  he  is  driven  either  to  make  appeals  to  men 
of  wealth,  and  thus  to  receive  the  aid  of  charity,  or  to 
a  life  of  makeshifts  which  brings  him  under  the  cen- 
sure of  those  who  know  him,  and  subjects  him  to  the 
damaging  effects  on  character  which  always  accom- 
pany a  failure  to  meet  one's  obligations. 

Now  what  is  needed  to  save  both  churches  and 
pastors  is  the  creation  among  the  people  of  some  pro- 
ductive industry,  and  about  the  only  one  which  can 
be  relied  upon  for  the  greater  part  of  the  people  is 
that  connected  with  the  cultivation  of  land. 

With  the  other  races  the  case  is  not  essentially 
different.  If  they  are  to  become  capable  of  maintain- 
ing the  institutions  which  will  elevate  them,  they  must 
in  someway  form  a  background  of  independent,  self- 
sustaining  industries.  If  they  do  not,  then,  for  them 
too,  every  thing  above  the  bare  necessities  of  life  must 
be  furnished  by  the  charity  of  the  wealthy  class,  and  the 
grounds  of  self-respect  and  ambition  taken  from  them. 

It  will  become  evident  at  this  point  why  one  who  is 
engaged  in  the  work  of  theological  education  should 
turn  his  mind  to  the  industrial  problem.  It  is  because 
he  sees  the  intimate  relation  between  the  moral  and 
material  conditions  of  the  people,  and  that  the  success 
of  the  one  depends  on  the  prosperity  of  the  other. 

Again  we  ask,  then,  do  we  find  any  helpful  sugges- 
tion from  the  history  of  the  industrial  missionary  of 
Alabama?  I  believe  we  do.  We  have  lately  seen  a 
growing    interest     here    in     furnishing    instruction    in 
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agricultural  subjects,  and  something  is  now  being 
done  along  this  line  in  the  government  schools.  But  we 
may  fairly  raise  the  question  whether  this  goes  far 
enough.  What  incentive  is  there  at  present  for  the 
great  majority  of  children  to  study  in  this  direction? 
A  boy  who  has  no  land,  and  who  has  no  reasonable 
expectation  that  he  can  raise  money  to  purchase  it 
with  the  necessary  outfit,  and  meet  the  expense  of 
clearing  and  planting,  probably  will  not  become 
greatly  interested  in  the  effort.  Besides,  it  would 
hardly  seem  possible  in  connection  with  the  public 
school  system  to  teach  more  than  a  few  of  the  simplest 
and  easiest  processes  and  facts  connected  with  the 
subject.  But  suppose  the  Government  or  some  public 
spirited  man  of  wealth  should  appropriate  a  tract  of 
land  for  this  purpose,  and  invite  young  men,  under 
competent  direction,  to  do  the  work  of  clearing,  fenc- 
ing, tilling,  planting,  and  caring  for  crops  till  they 
were  ready  for  market,  with  the  understanding  that, 
when  they  had  become  proficient  in  the  work,  and  the 
land  had  been  brought  under  cultivation,  they  would 
be  rewarded  for  their  service  by  having  the  opportunity 
to  rent  or  purchase  a  portion  of  the  same  on  such 
favorable  terms  that  they  might  reasonably  expect  in 
a  short  time  to  have  a  home  and  farm  of  their  own, 
would  there  not  be  in  this  an  incentive  strong  enough 
to  induce  many  a  young  man  to  make  the  effort? 

I  have  not  forgotten  the  shoemaker  and  his  last,  but 
it  seems  that  such  a  plan  is  feasable,  and  that 
many  advantages  would  attend  it.  The  men  who 
might  acquire  property  in  this  way  would  be,  in  a  de- 
gree at  least,  trained  agriculturists  before  the  experi- 
ment of  being  independent  farmers  was  tried.  There 
would  hence  be  less  danger  of  ultimate  failure.  What 
any  one  might  gain, would  be  gained  by  his  own  effort 
and  would  be  a  training  in  self  respect  and  manliness. 
The  method  should  become  a  self-sustaining  and  pro- 
gressive one.  Let  the  returns  from  the  first  one  or 
two  crops  accrue   to  the   managing  body.     This,  with 
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the  subsequent  revenues  from  rents  and  sales,  would 
help  meet  the  expense  of  acquiring  and  reducing  more 
land. 

Here,  too,  the  expense  would  be  less  than  that  in- 
volved in  the  work  of  the  Industrial  Association  of 
Alabama,  as  it  would  be  confined  mostly  to  the  actual 
development  of  the  land.  In  the  matter  of  schools 
and  churches,  there  would  not  need  to  be  so  much  out- 
lay, as  we  could  make  use  of  the  churches  and  church 
work  already  established  ;  and  if  the  work  was  for 
young  men  mostly,  instead  of  families,  there  would  be 
less  call  for  expense  in  education.  In  any  case,  the 
government  school  system  would  probably  meet  most 
of  the  need. 

I  am  well  aware  that  there  would  be  difficulties  con- 
nected with  such  an  enterprise  which  cannot  be  ex- 
plained away  on  paper.  To  be  of  service  and  to  be 
successful  it  would  not  be  a  temporary  experiment,  but 
an  institution  running  parallel  with  the  other  educa- 
tional and  industrial  institutions  of  the  land,  and  de- 
signed to  elevate  the  people  and  to  cultivate  in  them 
an  enlightened  interest  in  the  welfare  and  stability  of 
the  country.  It  is  certainly  the  duty  of  every  one  to 
study  our  present  situation  and  to  ask  himself,  what 
we  are  coming  to  ?  We  do  not  wish  to  become  an 
anomaly  in  the  sisterhood  of  States  and  Territories  to 
which  we  now  politically  belong,  but  rather  by  the 
cultivation  of  morality,  intelligence,  and  healthful  and 
productive  industry,  to  be  worthy  of  a  place  in  the  es- 
teem of  America  and  the  world. 
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Constitution   and    By-Laws. 


PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  children  of  the  American  Protestant  Mission 
to  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  desiring  to  promote  the 
cause  of  Gospel  Missions,  as  well  as  to  strengthen 
the  bond  of  union  that  naturally  exists  among  us, 
do  hereby  organize  ourselves  into  a  Social  Mis- 
sionary Society,  under  the  following  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  : 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  i.  This  Society  shall  be  called  "The 
Hawaiian  Mission  Children's  Society." 

Art.  2.  The  design  of  the  Society  is  to  cherish 
and  promote  union  among  its  members,  to  cultivate  in 
them  an  active  missionary  spirit,  stir  them  up  to  good 
work,  and  more  especially  to  assist  in  the  support  of 
Christian  Missions. 

Art.  3.     The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  Pres 
ident,    Vice-President,   Recording    Secretary,    two  or 
more  Corresponding  Secretaries,  and  a    Treasurer,  all 
of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Society,  to  hold  office  for  one  year. 

Art.  4.  No  one  is  eligible  to  fill  the  office  of  Pres- 
ident for  two  consecutive  years. 

Art.  5.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Society, 
two  members  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  who,  together 
with  the  officers  mentioned  in  Article  3,  and  such  mem- 
bers as  may  be  chosen  by  the  Auxiliary  Societies  in 
accordance  with  Article  9,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of 
Managers,  and  who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year. 

Art.  6.  Any  descendant  of  those  who  are  or  have 
been  members  of  the  American  Protestant  Mission  to 
these  islands,  and  the  descendants  of  all  those  admit- 
ted into  the  Society  in  accordance  with  Article  7,  are 
entitled  to  join  the  Society  by  paying  into  the  Treasury 
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the  sum  of  one  dollar  annually,  which  shall  constitute 
one  an  annual  member,  or  paying  at  any  one  time  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars,  which  shall  constitute  one  a  Life 
Member. 

Art.  7.  Any  other  persons  in  active  sympathy  with 
the  objects  and  aims  of  the  Society,  may  become  mem- 
bers by  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present 
at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  on  payment  of 
fees  as  in  Article  6. 

Art.  8.  Any  number  of  Life  Members,  resident 
elsewhere  than  in  Honolulu,  pledging  not  less  than 
$20  annually  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Society,  may 
form  an  "Auxiliary"  (to  consist  of  Annual  and  Life 
Members  of  the  Society)  by  the  appointment  of  such 
officers,  and  the  making  of  such  regulations  as  they 
may  wish  ;  provided,  however,  all  be  done  in  confor- 
mity with  Article  2  of  the  Constitution. 

Art. 9.  Any  Auxiliary  Society  pledging  not  less  than 
$100  per  annum  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  annually  one 
member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Parent  So- 
ciety, to  hold  office  one  year  from  its  annual  meeting. 

Art.  10.  All  members  of  the  American  Protestant 
Mission  are  ex  officio  Honorary  Members  of  this  So- 
ciety. Any  person  may  be  admitted  as  an  Honorary 
Member  of  this  Society  by  the  consent  of  a  majority  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  approved  by  a  two  thirds  vote 
of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
Society. 

Art.  11.  Any  member  may  appeal  from  any  action 
of  the  Board  of  Managers.  If  the  appeal  is  seconded, 
such  action  may  be  reversed  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
members  present. 

Art.  12.  The  Society  shall  hold  a  regular  meeting 
on  such  a  Saturday  evening  of  each  month  as  it  may 
approve,  or  at  the  call  of  the  President,  and  an  annual 
meeting  in  May  or  June. 

Art.  13.  Each  member  shall  receive  a  certificate  of 
membership  in  the  following  form,  to  be  signed  by  the 
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President  and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer. 
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Behold   how  good  and    how  pleasant  it  is  for  brothers 
to  dwell  together  in  unity. — Ps.  cxxiii:l. 
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Having  paid  the  sum  of Dollars  into  the 

Treasury,  is  a Member  of  the 

Hawaiian  Mission  Children's  Society.

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Art.  14.  Alterations  in,  or  additions  to,  this  Con- 
stitution may  be  made  at  any  regular  meeting  by  a 
vote  of  three  fourths  of  the  members  present,  such  al- 
terations or  additions  having  been  handed  in,  in  writ- 
ing, at  the  previous  meeting  through  the  Board  of 
Managers. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE    I. OF    THE    OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  over  the 
meetings  of  the  Society,  deliver  an  address  before  the 
Society  at  its  annual  meeting,  upon  vacating  his 
office;"  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  provided 
for;  sign  all  certificates  of  membership,  arrange"  the 
programme  of  exercises  for  each  regular  meeting,  con- 
sulting with  the   chairmen  of  the  various    committees, 
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and  he  may  convene  the  Society  to  special  meetings 
at  his  discretion.  He  shall  also  be  ex-officio  President 
of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  audit  the  annual 
Report  of  the  Treasurer,  and  perform  all  the  duties  of 
the  President  in  case  of  his  absence. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Sec- 
retary to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Society  at  its  several  meetings,  and  make  out  an  ab- 
stract report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Society,  during 
his  term  of  office,  at  its  annual  meeting.  He  shall 
also  be  ex-officio  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
and  shall  furnish  the  Treasurer  with  a  certified  copy  of 
every  order  on  the  Treasurer  authorized  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  carry 
on  the  correspondence  of  the  Society  at  home  and 
abroad;  take  charge  of  the  books  and  papers  of  the 
Society,  excepting  the  files  of  the  Maile  Wreath,  and 
report  at  its  annual  meeting. 

Sec  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  safely 
keep  all  moneys  belonging tothe  Society, pay  over  such 
moneys  as  may  be  directed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Board  of  Managers,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  such 
expenses  as  shall  have  been  incurred  by  their  order, 
such  order  having  the  signature  of  the  Recording  Sec- 
retary; shall  countersign  all  certificates  of  membership; 
and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  present 
an  accurate  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
of  the  Society    during  the  year. 

ARTICLE    II. OF    THE    BOARD    OF    MANAGERS. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers to  superintend  all  business  transactions  of  the 
Society  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  Constitution, 
and  to  keep  full  and  correct  minutes  of  all  its  own  pro- 
ceedings 

Sec  2.  Any  member  of  the  Society  desiring  to 
bring    any  business    before   the    Board    of  Managers, 
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shall  make  known  such  business  in  a  written  applica- 
tion to  some  member  of  the  Beard,  who  shall  lay  it 
before  the  Board  for  their  action  thereon. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  shall  decide  upon  all  applica- 
tions for  membership  under  Articles  7  and  19  of  the 
Constitution;  and  also  upon  the  disposition  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society. 

Sec.  4.  The  minutes  of  the  Board  shall  be  read 
before  the  Society  at  each  regular  meeting  for  accept- 
ance and  adoption. 

Sec  5.  Any  vacancies  occurring  in  the  Board  of 
Managers,  by  death  or  otherwise,  shall  be  refilled  by 
regular  election  of  the  Society  at  the  earliest  succeed- 
ing meeting. 

Sec.  6.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be 
held  at  such  times  as  the  Board  may  determine,  within 
seven  days  immediately  preceding  the  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  note 
the  members  present  at  each  meeting. 

Sec  7.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be 
called  by  the  President  at  his  discretion,  or  by  three 
members  thereof. 

ARTICLE    III. DUTIES    OF    MEMBERS. 

The  members  of  the  Society  are  expected  to  attend 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society,  as  far  as  may  be 
possible  ;  to  perform  all  such  duties  as  may  from  time 
to  time  be  assigned  to  them  ;  to  collect  all  information 
that  may  be  useful  or  interesting  to  the  Society,  and 
at  each  regular  meeting  to  contribute  to  the  funds  of 
the  Society,  according  to    their  generosity  and  means. 

ARTICLE    IV. — OF    MEETINGS. 

The  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society  shal 
be  opened  by  prayer  and  singing  ;  the  minutes  of  the 
last  meeting  shall  be  read  by  the  Recording  Secretary; 
the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  then  be 
read  and  acted  upon  ;  a  collection  shall  be  taken  up  by 
the  Treasurer;  the  entertainment  provided  for  in  Ar- 
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tide  5  shall  then  be  in  order  ;  next  shall  follow  mis- 
cellaneous business  ;  after  which  the  meeting  shall  be 
closed  by  singing. 

The  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  open 
to  such  guests  as  any  of  the  members  may  invite  as 
being  in  sympathy  with  the  Society  and  its  objects. 

ARTICLE     V.  —  STANDING    COMMITTEE. 

There  shall  be  a  committee  of  one  on  music,  who 
shall  be  chosen  quarterly,  to  aid  in  providing  for  the 
profitable  entertainment  of  each  monthly  meeting.* 

There  shall  be  a  committee  of  four,  consisting  of 
two  ladies  and  two  gentlemen,  to  be  elected  every  four 
months,  to  conduct  a  monthly  paper,  the  purpose  of 
which  shall  be  to  develop  more  fully  the  intellectual 
resources  of  the  Society,  and  add  to  the  missionary 
interest  of  each  monthly  meeting. 

There  shall  be  a  committee  of  one,  to  be  appointed 
annually,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  provide  the  editors 
of  the  Maile  Wreath  with  suitable  stationary,  and  to 
be  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  file  of  the 
Maile  Wreath. 

ARTICLE    VI. RULES    OF    ORDER. 

Sec.  1.  In  Miscellaneous  Business,  no  one  shall 
speak  more  than  five  minutes  at  a  time,  without  per- 
mission from  the  Society. 

Sec  2.  In  all  points  of  order,  the  presiding  officer 
shall  be  guided  by  the  rules  laid  down  in  Cushing's 
Manual. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  annulled  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any 
regular  meeting,  notice  of  each  amendment  having 
been  given  at  the  meeting  next  preceding. 


*  By  resolution  of  the  Society,  the  President,  with  two  elective 
members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  shall  constitute  a  committee 
on  entertainment  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  secure  additional  at- 
tractions for  our  regular  meetings,  especially  in  the  line  of  address 
or  lectures.
